undoubtedly, as a class, a noble set of men, who 
haye braved hardships and dangers from which 
many would shrink ; and to say that they have 
done mach, very much for the country is. only 
But to assert that 
in doing this they have been less actuated by 
selfish motives than have those who settled. in 
New Westminster is the merest bosh—an insalt 
to the common sense of the “honest miner.” 


The question is, will the miners of Cariboo allow | 


thetnselves to be made touls of by Victoria dema- 
gogues? We think they will not. There are, 
of course, some of these miners who are Victori- 
ans, and others who can hardly claim to be Brit- 
ish Columbians. Such of those as do not possess 
too'much independence will doubtless, be used 
for what they are worth, But, beyond that, we 
give the miners credit for the possession. of far 
too much shrewdness and manly independence 
to sabmuit themselves to any such process.

The Miner’s Meeting. 
[From the “ British Colonist.”’] 

To tHe Eprtor or tae Barrisn Cotontst,—Sir, 
—At the meeting held) at the theatre on Satur- 
day last, tle new British Columbian tariff was 
denounced:as ‘inopportene, unwise, impolitic, 
unjust andjineqnitable.” Waiving criticism on 
this display of epithets, I simply affirm that they 
are undeserved, and beg to give my reasons, 

Upon a careful survey of the tariff. I find the 
actual addition to the cast of the necessaries of 
life is less tha one centiper pound. Flour at its 
present high price would be increased in cost 
jost half a cent. But when it falls to its usual 
price of $7 or/$8 then the additional duty will 
ouly be a/foutth of a ceht per pound more than 
the late duty.) 

On bacon the increas¢ is not more, on the av- 
erage. : 

On beans the increase js from a half to one cent. 

On butter the increase ig not more, on the av- 
erage. 

On sugar the increase|is not more, on the av- 
erage 

On tea the increase is from 0 to 5c, per pound. 

And so.on,\except on luxuries, on which the 
inerease in duty is in larger proportion. 

This is all, -No mag can make more of it. 
Now I ask the miner in all common fairness if 
the addition of from }. tol) cent per pound on 
the gost of the goods he consumes in Cariboo is 
of any consequence to him compared with hav- 
ing & wagon toad made tod Williams Creek, which 
as soon’ a8 finished would reduce the cost of liv- 
ing there from } to 4 what itis at present? I 
appeal to the plain common sense of the Cariboo 
miners ; when float is 40 cents,-beans 50 cents, 
sugar and baton 75 cents, butter $1 25, of what 
consequence fs it to you if you have to pay an 
extra one cent per popnd? The whole ot it 
would not in¢rease the cust of living in Cariboo 
as much as 2 per cent! Is it not then’ perfect 
nonsense| to make such a hubbub as some men 
are making out of this matter. 

I admit the British Colombian Government 
would not be justified in making even this in- 
crease of duties without gvod reasons. But the 
reasons are the very best that can be. It is 
most evident that this tariff has been framed 
with the best interests of the miners held clear- 
ly in view. 

Roads‘ cannot be constructed without money. 
None know better than the miners that ifa wg- 
gon road were finished all through to Williams 
Creek the cost of freight would be reduced 4 or 
4 of its present rates, and that flour, instead of 
40c., would sell at from 20 to 30 cents per pound, 
and that the difference in/other things would be 
still greater, I 

Nothing ¢an develop the wealth of Cariboo 
until they haye cheap preyisions. The high price 
of food bas driven thoasands upon thousands out 
of Cariboo aid prevents her being worked by 
20,000 miners to-day. The only possible way to 
‘cheapen provisions is ty complete the wagon 
roud so that a man with a wagon and 
ox-team can load up at Yale and drive 
through without unloading once. In a word, 
the finished wagon road js the one indispensable 
thing in Cariboo, and of course for the merchants 
of the country as well as the miners. 

The B, C. government want to finish the road 
to Cariboo ajd make another to Kootenay. But 
they have nv money. Governor Seymour in his 
address to the Council told them that he tried 
to borrow in England and could not borrow. In 
this case what was the B. C. government to do ? 
The miners and the merchants, and every class 
of the communities of the two colonies, have 
been urging the goverament to open the road to 
Kootenay., And as s9qn as that government 


adopts the only means |within its reach to get | 


the money necessary to make the roads, the very 
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ist interested rush together to denuunce 
the measure. : 

1 bestech the miners, before signing the ad- 
dregs and resolutions which it is. proposed | t 
send to Gov. Seymour, to give this subject the 
sober, second-thought. They will find the meet- 

ing of Saturday a great mistake, and that instead 
of the B, C. tariff being caleuluted to increase the 
cost of living to the miner, it is intended and it 
must reguit in redacing greatly the cust of pre 
visions in Cariboo and Kootenay. 

If the merchants of Victoria understand their 
own trué interests they will strengthen Governor 
Seythour’s hands in this matter instead of weak- 
ening them. The cheaper’ provisions are in the 
mining districts the greater the consumption. 
The quicker the road is made to Kootenay the 
quicker will our merchants control that trade. 
Yet how can Governor Seymour make the roads 
without:money ? How absurd it js then for 
our merchitnts and miners to ask him to res¢cind 
the tariff. It is simply asking to let the roads 
alone, to let Cariboo die of high prices, and to 
give Kootenay to the Oregonians.

‘News from Bentinck Arm. 
We publish the following from the (Government Ga- 
zette Extraordinary, issued on Thursday ;—

lowing interesting report, received from the Poli¢e 
and Customs Officer at North Bentinck Arm.

Norta Beytincx Arm, 
| - Februaty 6th, 1855. ' 
To His Excellency Frederick Seymour, Governor of Britith 

Columbia, §¢., §c., $e. } 

Sin,—According to instructions jcontained in Your 
Excellency’s letter of the 19th October last, I haye the 
honor to report that I left the steamer Labouchere at 
Bella Bella, or Milbank Sound, on the 25th December. 
I was there obliged to purchage a canoé and obtain'a 
crew to ¢ome to this place, where, after a very rough 
trip, I agrived on the 28th. 

I found on my. arrival that ‘“ Pootlache,’’ the head 
chief of the Bella Coolas, had gone to Milbank for|the 
purpose ‘of attending a feast given by the Bella Bella 
Indians.’ The portion of tle tribe I found in the camp 
here received me, however, in the most friendly aad 
hospitable. manner, telling me at the same time that 
they expected “ Pootlache” home in a few days. I albo 
learned that Anaheim was still at Caliacus camp, aljont 
four miles further up the river, and immediately: dis- 
patched a messenger to.inform him! of my arrival, ahd 
of my ‘desire to see him, He came down at once, ahd 
on my inquiring what steps he had|taken to apprehebd 
the Bute Inlet murderers still at large, informed me that 
he had neither seen nor heard of them since Mr. Brev's 
departure. I told him that the (tovernment would hald 
him to bis promise of doing all he could to catch them, 
upon which he assured me that on his return to Nacodn- 
tloon Lake (which would be in a few days) he would 
do‘ all ij his power to capture them, and that he hoped 
to,be able to bring some, if not all of them down when 
he returned in March for the Qolachan fishery. On the 
5th of January he came down to see me, together with 
a number of his young men, and said he intended leav- 
ing the mext day for the interior. He then reiterated 
his promise of doing his utmost to arrest Aban and par- 
ty, andi after receiving a pipe aud some tobacco took 
his departure in the most friendly manner. 

Pootle che arrived on the lst January, and the next 
day, atcording to promise, I went up to his camp, 
where I found all the chiefs assembled, Anaheim among 
the number, Many complaints wete made of the man- 
ner in which they had been treated by some of the 
whites ‘who had resided bere. Not only bave debts 
been incurred by them to a considerable amount for la- 
bor, bu} even blankets have been borrowed from the 
Indians, and payment made in notes not worth the pa- 
per they are written on. | I enclose copies of some /of 
these notes for Your Excellency’s inspection. All thése 
men have now left this part. of the country, quite fe- 
gardless of the consequences of such conduet to these 
who may come aftet them. The Indians also complain- 
ed of the property left at the graves of their dead bhav- 
ing been taken away by the whites. I explained to 
them that all this would now be put a stop to, and that 
Your Excellency took the same interest in their bappi- 
ness and welfare ag in that of the whites; impressing 
upon them at the same time that the Government would 
severely punish any white man wlio injured them, while 
they woul be equally strictly dealt with should they 
molest any of the whites while travelling aboutthe coun- 
try. LI also warned them that they must not take the 
law into their own bands, but represent their grievan- 
ces to the proper authorities, and that Your Excellenéy. 
would gee them redregsed: I found that some of thim 
were laboring| under the impression that the whites 
were going to cause the smallpox to come among them 
again ip the spring, and on inquiting where they had 
picked up such an idea, they replied that some of fhe 
whites at Victoria had threatened them with it. This 
is a most dangerous threat to make use of, and might 
cost the lite of every white man on the coast shouta it 
obtain credence among the Indians; They seem to ibe 
much pleased at my arrival, and are determined to eén- 
duct themselves properly and give no cause of con- 
plaint. 1 may mention here that Anaheim, in the pre- 
sence of all the Bella Coola chiefs, | promised to do his 
utmost to apprebend the Chilicoten murderers. He and 
his people have been rather hard pressed for provisid 
but succeeded in purchasing a barely sufficient supply 
from the Indians here with their: furs, of-which they 
possessed a large quantity. They are also all inclined 
to be friendly, and say they will meyer go to war with 
the whites, ag the affair of last summer bas shown them 
what they will have to suffer should they do so. 

I learned from a ‘* Weekenow’’ (Rivers Inlet) Indian 
who happened to be here, that ‘‘ Ahan!’ and his party 
had visited that place, but had left for the) mountains 
some time ago.’ He dared not go into the Ioernined as 
he feared meeting Anaheim. He was very short of pro- 
visions, and my informant was of opinion that he in- 
tended going to a place calied Chowitti, at the mouth 
of the river emptying itself into the head of Knight’s 
Canal, in the fishing, season, to obtain a supply. The 
widow of * * *, (who was killed with Mc"onald) 
who was in the interior all last summer, corroborates 
the statement of ‘| Ahan” being very short of food. 

I found two white men here on my arrival, They 
appear to be carrying on a flourishing trade with ie 
Indians, and give tnem a very good character. The 
Indians tell me there is a great deal of whisky selling 
carried on by the schooners trading to this place, and 
most of them s¢em anxious that it should be put a stop 
to, as the chiefs say they cannot control the actions! of 
their young men when under its influence. They algo, 
tell me that the way in which the schooners eugaged 
in-this trade manage to elude the Custom House offi- 
cers and gunboats while on the coast, is by hiding their 
liquors, in somé unfrequented spot, until they are out 
of the way, when they return and again take it jon 
board and commence trading. | Others leave latge 
quantities with the Indians to dispose of for them, for 
which they pay a heavy commission. This latter prac- 
tice, however, is only known at Bella Bella, as the In- 
dians are not all to be trusted, As a means of stopping, 
in some degree at least, this pernicious trade, 1 would 


| most respectfully suggest to Your Excellency the idea 


of having some one stationed at the entrance of Jolin- 
ston’s Straits, where all the small ¢raft (which are 
principally engaged in this trade) are obliged to pags 
when bound up the coast, as their tonnage will not ad- 
mit of their going outside Vancoaver Isiand in the wip- 
ter season, at which period this trade is chiefly carried 
on. Another gieat assistance to putting a stop to 
whisky selling would be in accepting to a certain ex- 
| tent Indian evidence, as it is almost impossible to pro- 


cure the testimony of white men in these iheolaced places. 

Enclosed is & stnall sketch showing the route follow- 
ed by “Ahan” té Rivers Canal, There mre some Bella 
Coola Indians on the eve. of starting for that place, and 
I have told them to make inquiry regarding the move- 
ments of | “ Ahan,’’ cansequently I shall be able to 
write more fully by next opportunity, whieb will be 
shortly, ag the schooner) ** Lord Raglan”’ is going dowe 
in three or foar weeks, There has only been one ¥es- 
sel bere since my iarrival, and that is the abovemen- 
tioned scho »ner.—i have, &c.,
